OUR STREET NAMES. 

The Municipal Assembly made a good be- 
ginnine of needed reform when it set to work 
to rectify and straighten out our crooked and 
street nomenclature.

A Couple of Murderers in the Jall Fight. 
During the exercise hour for the prisoners 
in the Jail last Saturday afternoon the cus- 
tomary fight among the prisoners was in- 
dulged in. Generally the “scrapping” 
matches take place- between 
of the young hood!lums who are in on trivial 
'charges, but Saturday the row 
was between two full-fledged murderers, one 
under sentence of death and the other 
awaiting trial. The combatants were John 
Hayes, who murdered Phillip A. Mueller, the 
| saloon-keeper opposite the Fair Grounds in 
| September, 1881, because the latter refused 
to give him a drink, and 
Patsy Early, the #young hoodlum 
who murdered Billy Londerman on 
Chestnut and Sixth streets on the night of 
August 29, 1881. During the exercise hour 
the prisoners are all let out onthe floor of the 
Jail and may either exercise or receive 
friends or relatives atthe screen in front of 
the main entrance. There are always a large 
number of callers en such days and the 
screen is taken up by the prisoners 
on one side And their friends on the other 
talking -with each other. About 4 o'clock 
Early and Hayes met as they were walking 
up and down, and when they came up to 
each other, without any preliminary arrange- 
ments, they went at each other in rough-and- 
ready style. The rules of the 
prize-ring governed in the fight 
and the only thing which approached a pugi- 
listic encounter according to the Marquis of 
Queensbury rules was the attentive and in- 
terested crowd of prisoners who immediate- 
ly surrounded to see fair play. Hayes is a 
big, burly fellow, while ary is 
a lightly built man, considerably 
vounger than Hayes. No b!ood was spilled, 
and afew scratches was all that resulted 
from the battle. Before anything worse 
could be reached, guard O’Connor separated 
them and locked them ,in. their cells. . The

CORNER RULES. 


A Strong Argument in Favor of 
Their Retention, 


a 


That Large Sellers Alone Make a Market for 
Large Buyers. 

The question of repealing the present rules 
on option trading, commonly known as the 
“corner rules,” as they are supposed to pre- 
vent speculative manipulation in grain and 
the running of corners in this market, will 
come before the Merchants’ Exchange to be 
voted upon by the members next Wednesday. 
A substitute for these mules will be voted 
upon at the same time, this substitute remov- 
ing entirely all the restrictions that now pre- 
vent the running of corners in this market. 
As the time approaches for this vote to be 
taken, interest in the matter grows intense, 
and it is now about the most engrassing sub- 
ject of conversation on the floor. So far only 
the arguments of the parties desiring the 
abolishing of the corner rules have been pub- 
lished, but a Post-DisPpatTcu reporter, in a 
late conversation with a prominent member 
of the Exchange, gleaned some facts on the 
other side that are well worthy of publica- 
tion. This gentleman in the course of the in- 
terview went on to say: 

“It’s very strange that everything runs to 
monopoly nowadays. Kailroads, manu- 
facturers, everything in fact, or nearly every- 
thing, is inthe hands of monopolists, and 
each and every city in the country has its 
capitalists who endeavor to monopolize its 

rade, Those wo are in the grain trade will 
gather together by tricks known to the trade 
all of a certain grade and option of grain, and 
by trickery and manipulation endeavor to 
hold and control the markets in their own In- 
terest and gather in all the liftle money pos- 
sessed by the outsider or any one who has the 
temerity to run gcounter to their bold 
schemes. IL don’t object as a speculator, and 
one who has sold grain. short, to 
these men who have the markets 
control ask for a fair, elegitimate 
price for the grain, a price based upona 
chipping and a milling value, but ldo most

The Detroit merchant 
understands the situation perfectly, and 
now, Wirile St. Louis is endeavoring to 
throw olf the only protection her sellers 
have, the Detroit Exchange, in order to in- 
crease her grain and option business, is now 
considering and will undogbtedly soon adopt 
a series of rules similar to those which our 
mauipulators are now stupidly trying to do 
away with. New one step further West. In 
Chicago and Milwaukee we have exactly the 
same comparison. Chicago with-her corner 
rules, though it is true they are but indiffer- 
ently regarded, yet gives her sellers the pro- 
tection of her splendid fatilities for receiving 
and handling grain. ‘Thre moneyed manipu- 
lators of that market have endeavored to 
Wipe out their corner rules, but the general 
trade not alone refused to do away with 
them, but have sjnee added, for the additional 
protection of the seller, the privilege of 
delivering winter wheat as well as seein on 
future contracts, In this they have not alone 
further protected the seller, but they have 
also increased their trade, their receipts and 
their stock. Where the largest stock Is there 
the buvers will come, and this privilege given 
the seller of delivering winter wheat oh con- 
tract not alone affords him the protection of 
an inereased supply, but gives him the cour- 
age to make larger sales.

This again demonstrates the position 
I hold, that where there are no 
free sellers you can find no large biying. 
‘How about our own market? St. Louis, 
without her corner rules, stands in the worst 
position of all the markets. In _ the first 
place she has no territory behind her from 
which to draw large supplies rapidly, as in 
the case of New York and Chicago. For an 
emergeney small country stations from which 
a few cars of grain a week can be brought 
will not do, and this is the only source of 
supply St. Louis has to depend upon. When 
a short wants grain to fill a shortage for a 
current month to meet speculative manipula- 
tion, he wants it like the Texan wanted_his 
pistol—d—n quick and bad. ‘Take the Feb- 
ruary wheat corner forinstance. There the 
principal shorts were compelled to take 
the unnatural course of going East to Toledo 


and to points in Indiana and Ohio to obtain’ 


the wheat necessary to fill their contracts, 
and they paid for this wheat higher prices 
than were actually current in St. Louis at 
the same time. 

ST. LOUIS REALLY HAS NO TERRITORY 
that she can call her own. Even west of 
her Chicago, through her railroads and the 
cheap rates she commands from the West, 
taps St. Louis’ supplies right at her own 
back door. With this small base of supplies 
and without a corner rule, do you suppose 
that operators feeling bearish on the market 
would dare to put out large lines of short 
grain? Or if they did dare to doso, what 
firm in this city, under 
these circumstances, would permit their 
customers to sell one, two, three or five hun- 
dred thousand bushels or grain short. with- 
out having in their hands margins from these 
customers of twenty to twenty-five cents a 
busnel, which no operator in the West could 
or would care about putting up. With these 
obstacles to free selling the seller will natur- 
ally be driven away from the market. With 
the seller absent the demands of the pur- 
chaser cannot be met, and so your option 
business comes to an end. The purchaser ot 
dry goods, boots and shoes or any other line 
of goods goes to buy where the largest assort- 
ment of stock can be found and where he can 
buy. most freely, andthe same is_ the 
case with the business. These

} you suppose the country oy on who has his 


grain bought or contracted from the farmer, 
will seil this grain short in St. Louis when 
we have no corner rules? Wienit will bea 
market where the price can be Jumped up on 
him, and if, through unforeseen = circu 
stances, as a break-down or blockade on tiie 
railroad, or gtorms that prevent iauling, the 
shipver is unable to get the grain to m rket 
in time to fill his contracts, he can be muicted 
to the tune of twenty-live to fifty centsa 
bushel, when he actually has the stuff to de- 
liver? No, sir: he will uaturally sell his 
grainin Chicago or Toledo, where he will 
have some protection. Take the present op- 
tions of Noveraberand year corn, where the 
corn is actually made throughout the West and 
the country buyer already has it contracted 
from the farmer. . Although he may have it 
cribbed, yet through a= stress of bad 
weather he may be unable to get it into 
shape to grade No. 2, and thus fall to fill his 
sales. When will he sell it? In a market 
where it may be run up in price, orin a 
market where he has some protection? But 
the country shipper is buta small factor in 
the option business. Not one Ddushel ina 
hundred thousand is solid for country ac- 
count. 
OUR EXPORT TRADE 
is for the greater part done on the basis of 
the future. Firm offers are constantly asked 
for by Europe for forward months, and our 
export sellers base their selling offers upon the 
prices of the month’s option asked for. Unless 
our market can afford the export seller an 
opportunity for making ape offers this 
trade will also undoubtedly be hampered toa 
great extent. The export sellers would be 
very wary how they wou!d leave an offer to 
sell open for twelve to twenty hours. unless 
they knew they had a market, as they have 
now, that would aliow them to cover their 
salesatonce on their offers. And there is 
the miller who is frequently placed in the 
position where he has a large stock of grain 
and flouron hand, and on a shaky market 
wishes to make a short sale of grain against 
it to protect himself. Do you sifppose he 
would dare do so on such an open market as 
St. Louis would be without these corner rules ? 
Really, I cannot see a good or sensible 
argument upon which the other side ean 
dase their ideas for abolishing these rules. 
Uader the rules we have thriven and our 
market has grown to be 
THE SECOND OPTION MARKET 

in the United States. I can recvilect well 
whea thirteen years ago the first car of bulk 
grain lett St. Louis forthe East, and that 
within tea years a round sale of a hundred 
thousand bushels of corn created a furore in 
this market and was greatly commented upon 
by the daily papers. I also recollect that 
within the same time a purchase of ten to 
twenty-five thousand bushels of options 
turilled both buyer and seller with excite- 
ment. [ also. recollect within eight 
years when Joe Matthews cornered 
the oat market on the _ trifling 
amount of 200,000 bushels. It was that cor- 
ner and afew other small manipulations of 
the market that convinced the members of 
the Merchants’ Exchange that manipulations 
and corners would ruin our market, and these 
self-same rules that we are now talking abont 
abolishing werg adopted to strengthen the 
trade. From that time on the growth of the 
St. Louis option mmrket has been steady and 
rapid, and now we are only second to Chicago 
in the volume of business done in this line. 
With this increase in this very option trade 
our receiving trade grew in proportion, and 
we now support nearly ten times the elevator 
room we did before the option trade 
began. Kill the option business and you kil! 
the goose that laid the golden egg for the 
grain trade of St. Louis. Do these gentlemen 
wish to go back to the good old times when our 
wheat market was in the hands of the millers 
solely, when, by a combination of the mil- 
lers, three, four and fiye days’ receipts were 
a mot to accumulate, and then the mar- 

et broke down five and ten cents a bushe! 
and the wheat was emptied into the mills’ 
bins at the cost of the country shipper? This 
is no fancy sketch. For the truth of this we 
ask the old timers like Bartholow, Bob Greer, 
Booth, John Wahl, Odie Grubb, Jake Ewald, 
Cleary, John Talbott—even Col. George 
Bain, who, a miller now, was then a wheat- 
seller, and who may add his testimony. If 
they do wantto go back to this let them 
repeal the corneg rules, but let them not for- 
get this: that free buyers are only attracted 
to a market where there are free sellers.”’

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A WOMAN WORKER. 
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Miss Charlotte Grace O’Brien, the 
Philanthropist. 
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How She Has Inaugurated Reform in the 
Steerage Traffic. : 


Miss Charlotte Grace O’Brien, the Irish 
lady philanthropist, distinguished for bring- 
ing about reforms in the steerage traific, 
spent Sunday in this city, the guest of Rich- 
ard Ennis, Esq., at 3139 Pine street. Bishop 
Ryan was making his adieu when 
a Post-Dispatca reporter called last 
evening, and Miss O’Brien followed up a cor- 
dlial recognition of the introduction with: 

“Tam delighted with the famous Bishop. 
He not only approves my plans but promises 
to interest the Sisters of Mercy in this city in 
an important matter which brought me west, 
that is, to get the varions 
Catholic convents to shelter Irish emigrant 


girls who may be sent West in future by 
an Emigrant: Aid Society soon to . be 
established for -that purpose in the 
East. The sisters’ duty will be to. se- 
cure suitable homes or occupations for these 
girls as soon as possible. There will also 
be some agreement obliging them to repay by 
slow instalments as they may be able both 
the Sisters and company forthe sums thus 
spent. 

Pe Have you had any proof since landing in 
New York that such protection is peces- 
sary ° 

“Tl am sorry to say to say that I have. Only 
last week amanin New York City named 
Schultze, who keeps a Servant 
Girls’ Registry Office, was con- 
victed of having a regular contract with 
several houses of ill-fame for the supply of 
girls. He has been deprived of his nen 
but it is said many others are doing the same 
dastardly thing, only it cannot be proved 
against them. City Marshal McDermott, 
who ._—is an Irishman, is trying to 
hunt them down and =also_ prevent 
any more girls being deceived in this way. It 
is almost certain that some foreign lines from 
Antwerp and elsewhere were directly sup- 
piving this infamous traffic, whether With or 
without the knowledge of the heads of the 
lines [duo not know. Very probabby all.may 
have been doing this unknown to the 
owners.” 

“Why not devise a plan for the protection 
of male emigrants from hoodiums and sharp- 
ers?’ 

‘There is one already perfected. It is to 
inte ‘St temperance nen and women of all 
denominaticns in the establishment of tem- 
perance boarding-houses and the abolish- 
ment of what are called saloon boarding- 
houses. The same aid society is to forward 
these men and boys on similiar terms as in 

-uzirlsand women. There is always a 
large number of emigrants, tar too many in 
fact, staying in New York and other Ameri- 
can ports because they have not enough 
money to get away. The boarding-houses 
open tothem are in disreputable. quarters 
and Objectionable as_ regards cleanli- 
ness and comfort. propose 
for the consideration of each steamship line, 
that it establish a lodging house here as well 
as on the other side, say in New York, and 
at Liverpool and Queenstown. I1 should 
wish that the steerage, matron and head 
steward who have traveled with a sctof 
enigrants, should on arriving’ in New 

York, for instance, lodge in this 
boarding house, so that the people might 
re.nain in their charge at least during the 
first few days of their stay in this country. 
Besides Ll am trying to get catholic, authori- 
ities in New York to appoint a priest whose 
sole duty shall be to do missionary work 
among the emigrants. and look after 
their welfare. also wish 
to get the Sisters of Mercy interested in vis- 
iting these boarding honses for the same pur- 
pees, and especially to befriend young and 
velpiess girls. I have been working the last 
year and a half to have these houses estab- 
lished. In addition to those which are 
needed in New York there should be the 
same protection and comfort afforded emi- 
zrants atihe other ports of entry—Boston, 
Philadel) hia and. Baltimore. 1 believe if 
any iine toox thisup seriously, and it was 
understood in the old country that it 
undertook to protect them right through on 
both land and sea, that the line would at once 
come into very great popularity.” 

“Do emigrants taxe the lines you recom- 
mend °”’ 

‘They follow me,” she answered smiling, 
“but you must first hear how | came to in- 
terfere and, of tne dlunder I made with re- 
gard to the White Star Line, though I now 
velieve my uulair criticism resulted in good 
not oniy to that but to other lines. 
Some fifteen years ago I read Ma- 
guire’s ‘Irish in ‘America,’ and ever 
since then | have felt that the work waiting 
for me lav in reforming the steerage traffic.

iiis ieiter resulted in bringing the matter be- 
fore parliament. The Board of Trade sent 
an oflicer to meet me in Queenstown, 
and ] welt there, occupying a 
Week In going with him over every ship that 
came in. was econvineed that, while the 
fault | had complained of did not exist, yet 
the structural arrangement, even as shown at 
its best, would result in immorality. I began 
Writing to various leading papers of this, and 
asking emigrants for information. A great 
number of ietters came into my hands point- 
ing to iminorality, bad food + and 
misconduct on the part of stewards, 
sailors and steerage officers. The 
Board of Trade compiled a blue book on the 
subject without admitting my testimony or 
that of my witnesses. Father Nugent was 
the only independert witness. I went over 
eleven ships in May with Mr. Graves, junior 
partner of the Board of Trade. I -expressed 
approval of what | saw on one of the vessels, 
and consented to give the steamship line 
a letter to that effect, on the understandin 
that it sheuid not be considered a withdrawa 
of my first letter. When Parliament took up 
consideration of the first letter a week later 
a re re stated that it had been withdrawn, 
notwithstanding I avowed the contrary. 
All the principal apers iD 
Great Britain then published * leaders 
against me, but I kept on writing letters and 
collecting information to fortify myself.” 

“Did the Catholics defend you?’ 

“You have the mistaken impression I find 
everyWhere—that I am a Catholic. I was 
born and baptized jn the Lrish Episcopalian 
Church, which is te ehurch. None of my 
family have ever belonged to any other sect, 
but are all liberal in their views, 
both as to polities and_ religion. 
Che reason I work almost entirely with Ro- 
inan Catholics is because that religioff is tne 
faith of nearly all the emigrants—the Lrish at 
amy rate—and they will trust priests and nuns 
before anybody = fg The clergy at Queens- 
town didn’t «ct on my suggestion that 
an institution for the care of emi- 
grants would be established, and that 
the improvement already made should not be 
lost, I decided to open’ a licensed lodging- 
house in that city. The steamship companies 
saw at once that it would give me great pow- 
er over the lrish traflic, al the fhite Star 
Line owner finally took me on bis vessels and 
explained away the paints at which we had 
been at variance, since which time I have 
recommended his ships overall others, as they 

eserved to be. I did notattempt to influence 
the emigrants, choice of io. and about 
3,000 people passed through my_ house that 
year, but to anyone who asked me I ex- 
pressed thyself openly. I continued to urge

My object in 
coming * was to see what was bein 
done at Castle Garden, and to inspec 
emigrant. lodging-houses, see how the 
Irish emigrant iived when once settled here, 
to inaugurate some protection for immigrant 
women, call the attention of foreigners to the 
necessity of imitating the improvements 
made by English lines, and to supply, if pos- 
sibie, the want of direct communication on 
the immigrant question between the 
two sides of the Atlantic, that if a line 
is acting badly at one side it may be @t once 
known at the other side.”’ 

‘“‘What workers have you?” 

‘Virtually the whole Irish party, so that I 
can really bring any point to notice under 
privilege of parliament.” 

“Have you had time to form an opinion of 
America’,’ 

**] think it is a charming country to live in 
rather too unvaried fora mere traveler, yet 
fullof beauty. Americais rapidly develop- 
ing a marked nationality of its own. The 
women are like no women I see elsewhere. 
Besides, the fashions ove are marked- 
DB crm I suspect that American ladies 
pr@ide their husbands with longer dress- 
makers’ bills than do English, or still more, 
[rish ladies °”’ 

**Have you been over our city?” 

‘Yes, this afternoon; and we were at the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception this 
motaing. I was especially pleased with the 
rks. 

“‘And the women ’”’’ 

“Are the handsomest I have seen in .any 
city of America. Their gaily-colored costumes 
reinind me of a  tri-colored flag— 
France, Germany and Ireland all represented, 
France prevailing. ‘They make a bright, 
pleasant union.”’ 

The interview was interrupted at this stage 
by a delegation Of callers headed by 
State Senator McGrath and = wife. 
Miss O’Brien was dressed ina dark green 
flannel traveling dress, a round gold pin, set 
with green malachite, holding the ruche at 
her throat. Her hair, which is fair and 
tucked up in a loose braid, was parted 
smoothly inthe middle and brushed back. 
She has blue eyes, some color in her face, 
which is unmistakably Celtic, 
ls about five feet three and slight. She is un- 
asswning, frank and enthusiastic, showin 
no interest in any subject except that o 
steerage traffic. She was born at Cahirrfloyle, 
County Limerick, near Newcastle West, and 
is about thirty-six years of age, being a 
woman of wealth. Her father, William Henry 
Smith O’Brien. who was the leader in 
the Young Ireland National Movement of 
1848, was imprisoned for many months and 
finally condemned to die. He was subse- 
quently reprieved and exiled, spent one year 
and a half in solitary confiaement, and alter. 
wards was released on parole in Van Die 
man’s Land, Australia. . 

Miss O’Brien’s father was permitted to re- 
turn to Europe in 1854 or 1855, and abouta 
year later to Ireland. He visited America 
subsequently, and was most heartily re- 
ceived by the Irish-American race. He died 
at Bangor in 1864, three years after the de- 
cease of his wife. 

He had a family of seven children, Miss 
O’Brien being next to the youngest. 
Miss O’Brien has an acknowledged literary 
reputation as the author of a novel entitled 

‘Light and Shade,” written duri the 
Fenian period and published fn 1877. It was 
rece — issued in this country in Harper’s 
Franklin Square library series. In 1880 she 
publishéd a volume of poems 
entitied “Drama and Lyrics,” which has not 
appeared in America. iss O’Brien left for 

ontgomery, Ala.,.this morn to visit her 
cousin, Cecil Galbett, who is general 
manager of the Western Alabama Railroad. 
She returns to*the East ina few weeks and 
f-+'s Rag for Bonne eens Cc intend- 

ng to reopen her immigrant ouse 

at Queenstown. « .
